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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 11, 12 and 16-24 are pending in tlie application. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 7, 1 1 and 12 remain rejected under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph, for reasons of record given in the Office Action issued 12/20/05. Claims 16- 
24, still remain withdrawn from consideration. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicants' arguments, filed 6/20/06, have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that the definition of variable "A" in claims 1 and 5 does not 
include "Het.". 

This argument is not convincing because beginning at line 9, in claim 1 , 
applicants are defining a "Het." variable associated with variable "A". Likewise, 
beginning at line 7, in claim 5, the variable "Het." is also being defined in association 
with variable "A".
